Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-12 and 17-29, the art of record fails to teach the method of using a 
hollow and/or tube-like introducing member used in combination with a drainage body having a 
drainage charmel, the introducing member is inserted to the perimeter of a bladder through a 
urethra, the drainage body is inserted into the introducing member in an expanded state, the 
drainage body contracting (coiling) once it is pushed past the introducing member and into a 
bladder. 
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Regarding claims 13-16 and 30-33, the art of record fails to teach an introducing 
apparatus for the insertion of an elongated tube-shaped urine drainage apparatus having a thread 
at one end through a urinary canal into a bladder, the introducing apparatus including a flexible 
guide that has a length sufficient to extend from an exterior opening of the urinary canal through 
the urinary canal to the bladder and a width to fit within tube-shaped drainage apparatus when 
the drainage apparatus is in an extended position, the guide being rigid enough to hold the 
drainage device in the extended position.
